UNIONISM SURRENDERED. 

The terms of this agreement are a 
virtual surrender by the strikers of the 
vital prigciple of unioniem. By it, the 
employers will not recagnise the union 
hereafter, except in matters of wages 

“they reserve the right te 
take back only such men aa they need, 
and they will ret discharge any en- 
cent non-union men who have been 
employed during the strike. 

The union principle, for which ‘the 
strike was ordered, is not recognised 
and will not be recognised. The union 
leo agreed not to bring any sympe- 
thetic strike nor make any disturbance 
during one year, even on questions of 
wagers and heures. Considering that

STRIKERS GAIN NOTHING. 


The strikers gain nothing by the 
compromise, as they return to work 
with the same schedule of wages and 
hours. The principle for which they 
struck was the recognition of the 
union, and this has not been granted. 
When they struck, they declared they 
would not return and work with non- 
union men, but hunger has compelled 
them to yield. 

The employers, on the other hané@, 
have secured control of their business, 
which they did not have before, as they 
could not discharge a man without the 
consent of the union, or make any 
change in their business without tire 
union’s consent. Under the terms of 
the agreement the walking delegate is 
barred, as there is nothing for him 
to do. 


How far the union men will carry 
out the compact and continue to work 
peacefully with non-union men, 
mains to be seen. If they do not re- 
spect peace the employers have the 
power to promptly discharge them. 
BUSINESS MANAGER SATISFIED. 

George Renner, business manager of 
the Dray mens Association, said, in 
speaking @f the settlement of the 
strike: “We are more than satisfied 
that the strike has come to an end. 
It has been a desperate fight—literally 
a fight to the death. The men will ap- 
ply for their old positions tomorrow 
morning, and we will give as many 
men work as we can.’ 

“Does this mean that the men come 
back on your terms?” 

“I am under promise not to tell the 
terme of settlement. I can say this, 
however: We will give work to ar 


Lmany of our old men as we can fiad 


work for. Some men, of course, will 
have to wait a while before we can 
find work for them. 


“I think this strike has taught the 
labor organizations of the West a most 
salutary lesson. They doubtiess realize 
that they must not interfere with their 
employers’ business affairs. 80 long 
as they stick to questions of hours 
and labor and compensation, they wil 
find that they are entirety within their 
rights, but when they go further than 
this, they run against a snag. 

1 think, however, the lesson has 

been learned at last. and that we have 
good many years. It has been a moat 
disastrous fight for both sides. It has 
cost us an enormous amount of money, 
and the men have had a pretty hard 
time, too. 1 think they will conrider 
matters a long time before they go into 
such another fight. 1 think, too, the 
teaders who advige strikes like this in 
cuture will a road to travel.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—The team- 
sters’ and longshoremen’'s strike, which 
has been on for the pest ten weeks, 
was settled this afternoon. While the 
terms of rettiement Rave not been 
made public, it is understood that the 
Draymen's Association has guaranteed 
to fill all vacancies with whion men. 
Ali non-union men now employed are 
to be Fetained. The sesociation also 
guarantees the union men that the 
present schedule of wages, hours and 
overtime is to be maintained for one 
year, 

it ie also said to be stipulated that 
the teamsters are to obey all orders re- 
lating to the disposition of freight. The 
Draymen’s Association claims that the 
question of recognition of unionism ig 
not provided for in the settlement, and 
that they have won every point con- 
tended for. The stipulation that pres- 
ent wages will be maintained for a year 
ts considered a concession to the strik- 
ers. 

Gov. Gage acted as an intermediary 
in bringing about a settlement of the 
controversy. When the news was 
made public this afternoon @ waye of 
relief swept over the city. It is ex- 
pected mat a large number of men will 
return to work tomorrow. 

The machinists’ strike, which has 
been on since last May, is not included 
in the settlement. 

The labor unions claim that in the 
settlement they have won the main 
point they were contending for, namely 
the recognition of their unions, This 
recognition is extended them, they 
claim, in the concession of the employ- 
ers of the right of thelr workmen to 
organize for the amelioration of their 
condition. 

THE MACHINI#&TS. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—The dis. 
agreement between the managers of 
the Nationa! Iron Works and their 
employés, which resulted Monday in 
the latter leaving their employment, 
after having returned to work for a 
dey, has apparently deferred the final 
settlement of, the machinists’ strike 
for some time to come. Each side has 
taken offense at the action of the other, 
and since Monday it has been impos- 
sible to obtain anything like another 
conference. 

The machinists assert that the man- 
agers of the National Foundry agreed 
on a favorable schedule, and then aban- 
doned it at the behest of the Metal 
Trades Association in the hope, that 
the men wou remain in their places 
and thus disrupt union. It is es- 
serted positively that the men returned 
to their places believing that they were 
going back to work eight and three. 
quarter hours a day. 80 thoroughly 
were they imbued with this idea that 
thek told of their success everywhere 
throughout the foundry district. and at 
least twenty foundries were induced to 
summon their employés and prepare 
to reopen for business.

The men dre all former union team- 
sters, whp, when the strike was de- 
clared, accepted positions in the ware- 
house of the Fontaina Fruit Company. 

They were taken to the Receiving 
Hospital, where their wounds were 
treated by Dr. McElroy, E. Garibaldi, 
the most seriously injured of the four 
men, was detained to await the result 
of the wound in his abdomen, which 
may be a. dangerous one. The other 
men were discharged. 

On his cot at the Receiving Hospital 
this morning, E. Garibaldi gave a very 
clear account of the affray. He said: 
It was early this morning when the 
other injured men, a man named 
Watts, and another, whose name is 
Charles Coccoa, alto former teamsters, 
and myself were walking along Mont- 
gomery street on our way home after 
a night spent about town, and had 
reached Pacific street, when a crowd 
of seven or eight men, on the other 
side of the street, began calling us 
names. We answered them, where- 
upon they rushed across the street and 
attacked us, using knives. We tried 
to defend ourselves, but the odds were 
against us, and we got the worst of 
it. We do not know our assailants.” 

He declined to affirm or deny whether 
his assailants were union men, saying 
that nothing was said about unionism. 
No arrest have been made. 

TWO MORE WOUNDED.

“I only regret that two months ago, 
when the letter was written, better 
judgment did not prevail on both sides. 
It should have been clearly understood 
then. That letter concedes the righi 
of the men to form unters for the 
amelioration of their condition, . and 
the employers,.on their part, state in 
paragraph four that it is not their pur- 
pose or intention to discriminate 
against anyone because he employs 
union men. That leaves any employer 
the right to employ union men with- 
out being discriminated against by the 
association of employers. 

“I. hope neither side will make any 
exaggerated claims, and that industria: 
peace will now be gladly accepted anc 
good feeling again prevail. 

“The interests of the employers and 
employés are one. An employer told 
me tonight that he and his colleagues 
realize this, and believe that the men 
also understand it, and that both shall 
hereafter work in harmony. It is a 
matter of congratulation that a volun- 
tary agreement has been mutually ac- 
cepted, and that the good name of the 
city has been preserved.

REINSTATEMENT OF MEN. 
NON-UNION HELP UNAFFECTED. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—The Call 
will say tomorrow: 

“The terms of peace submitted to the 
Executive Committee of the Draymen's 
Association dy the strike leaders, 
through the mediation of Gov. Gage, 
and accepted by the committee anc 
afterward ratified by the Draymen's 
Association in regular meeting and by 
the City Front Federation and the 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, are sub- 
stantially as follows: 

“The Draymen's Assoctation, through 
its Executive Committee, guarantees 
that the wages, hours and overtime 
schedule in force before the inception 
of the etrike shall not be disturbed 
within a year; it agrees that former 
employés shall be reinstated, so far 
as possible, but does not promise the 
discharge of efficient non-union men, 
and it agrees that there shall be no 
discrimination against union men. 

“The City Front Federation and the 
Brotherhood of Teamsters agree that 
the teamsters’ strike and the sym- 
pathetic general strike shall be de- 
claned off, and the men left free to re- 
turn to work. Employés are to obey 
orders given by the employer in the 
regular course of business. 


“PORT COSTA STRIKE OFF.
